This regulation applies to 
the Active Army, It does not apply to the 
Army National Guard (ARNGi or to the 
U.S. Army Reserve { L'SAR ). It applies to all 
elements and appropriately cleared person- 
nel of the Department of the Army directly 
supporting the Foreign Officer Contact 
Program (FOCPi: to those command, staff, 
and institutional activities charged with 
responsibilities in this regulation; and to 
Army component commanders with juris- 
diction over military schools thai enroll 



foreign military students or have foreign 
officers assigned, attached, or accredited
